Started to become popular in the 1970s 
Posse Comitatus 

- County was true seat of the government 

- Sheriff was the only constitutional law enforcement officer. 

Sovereign Citizens often believe the government tricked people

- Car registrations 

- Wedding licenses 

- Hunting/fishing licenses 

- Zip codes 

Individuals could declare them invalid 

- Allows people to become "sovereign citizens," freed from the jurisdiction of the 
"de facto" government and courts
